England's “Get Healthy, Get Active” fund, which 
aims to get inactive people moving. 

The successful bid was the result of a partnership 
between Somerset Health and Wellbeing Board, 
University of the West of England in Bristol, Som¬ 
erset Activity and Sports Partnership, SSDC and 
the CLICK GP Federation, which covers the area 
of Chard, Ilminster and Crewkeme. 


SSDC healthy lifestyles officer, Charlie Coward, 
said: “Click into Activity will give local GP sur¬ 
geries the opportunity to offer healthy lifestyle sup¬ 
port to inactive patients. The aim of this project is 
to address a lack of intensive healthy lifestyle in¬ 
terventions for people who are diagnosedas either 
diabetic, pre-diabetic or hypertensive. 

“It will work by referring identified patients to 
exercise specialists who will then offer one-to-one 
support, signposting and a 'buddy system'. These 
patients will be encouraged to participate in sports 
sessions which are specifically designed for inac¬ 
tive people with long term health conditions.” 

Sport England director of community sport, Mike 
Diaper, commented: “Physical activity plays a 
powerful role in improving people's health. The 
evidence is absolutely clear on this. But it also has 
a wider impact. 

“We want to highlight the positive and valuable 
contribution that sport can make to people's health 
and well-being but also the economy. 

“These programmes will do exactly that. By put¬ 
ting prevention at the forefront of their work, they 
will help to reduce the risk of inactive people de¬ 
veloping serious health problems and in doing so, 
save taxpayer's money. That is the power of sport 
in action.” 

Emeline Dean, GP partner and chairman of 
CLICK Federation, added: “As a group of GPs we 
are all supportive of the proposal for physical ac¬ 
tivity advisors to be based within the practices to 


try to improve health outcomes for diabetic, pre¬ 
diabetic and hypertensive patients. 

“This project has the potential for far reaching 
consequences throughout the whole population.” 

Sports Minister Tracey Crouch said: “What's 
great about these projects is the fact that they are 
giving people opportunities to get moving in ways 
that suit them. 

“It's so important people are active at every stage 
of their life, not just in terms of fitness, but it's also 
key to maintaining a healthy body and mind, as 
well as ensuring good quality of life.” 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, portfolio holder for 
leisure and culture at SSDC commented: “We are 
so pleased to have been a part of this successful 
bid. Working with a wide range of partners will en¬ 
able us to help a large number of people in and 
around the three communities to make a positive 
contribution to their long term health.”

Council relocation: no 


more delays 


BUSINESS leaders in Honiton have called for an 
end to the uncertainty over East Devon District 
Council's office relocation, with further delays 
now threatening to de-rail the project. 

Councillors will meet to debate the matter again 
this week, after 15 newly-elected independents 
called for a six-month suspension of the scheme. 

The latest developments have angered local 
businesses, who believe moving the district 
council's headquarters to Honiton will bring a 
major economic boost to the town centre. 

They say now is the time to put the debate to bed 
and “move forward" with the project. 

EDDC finally signed off the deal in March, after 
years of planning and deliberation. 

Its current land at Knowle, in Sidmouth, looks 
set to be sold off, with the council offices relocated 
to Honiton's Heathpark estate by May 2017. 

EDDC leader Paul Diviani said last week: “We 
have already consulted with our staff, but we are 
happy to debate the relocation in further detail at 
the request of councillors who have been elected 
on this single issue, which was part of their man¬ 
ifesto commitment.

Local fire crews free lorry 
driver trapped in A303 crash 


FIREFIGHTERS from Chard and Ilminster 
joined colleagues from Taunton to free a mo¬ 
torist trapped in wreckage on the A303 be¬ 
tween Southfields and South Petherton. 

The accident happened at about 4pm on 
Wednesday May 27th. An off duty firefighter 
came across the scene and reported that there 
was one vehicle embedded in a hedge. The 
heavy goods vehicle was in a precarious posi¬ 
tion with the female driver trapped. 

Fire crews from Chard and Ilminster were 
immediately mobilised as well as the rescue 
tender from Taunton. Police implemented a 
roadblock whilst fire crews worked on creat¬ 
ing space to remove the casualty and also cre¬ 
ating room for one paramedic and one doctor 
on scene. 

A spokesperson for the fire and rescue serv¬ 
ice said: “There was significant congestion in 
the area on the A303 and A358. Fire crews sta¬ 
bilised the vehicle and were working to gain 
access to the casualty." 

The officer in charge confirmed that one ca¬ 
sualty was removed from the vehicle with 
possible neck injuries. 

“She was released using hydraulic cutting 



equipment, and stabilising equipment was 
also used. The casualty was transported to 
hospital by land ambulance and the incident 
was handed over to the police," he said. 

■ FIRE crews from Yeovil, Martock and Crewk- 
erne dealt with a lorry fire on the A303 on the 
evening of Thursday, May 28th (pictured). 

The incident closed the westbound carriage¬ 
way between Cartgate Roundabout and South 
Petherton, causing unavoidable disruption for 
motorists using the route. 

Firefighters dealt with the incident as quickly 
as they could and were assisted by the police 
and Highways Agency.

Most parents assume their home is a safe 
haven but most injuries to the under fives hap¬ 
pen at home. 

Trudi Grant, director of Public Health at Som¬ 
erset County Council said: “As part of Child 
Safety Week, we are launching our Somerset 
Home Safety Project directed at the most vul¬ 
nerable children living in Taunton, Wellington 
and Sedgemoor in partnership with Somerset 
and Devon Fire and Rescue, Family Focus and 
getset. 

“This includes installing home safety equip¬ 
ment to help keep babies and young children 
safe, fire safety checks and home safety ad¬ 
vice to help make safety behaviour become a 
habit. 

“Also during the week Somerset getset cen¬ 
tres will be on hand to give families advice

based on the Child Safety Week 2015 Tea- 
Time Terrors' theme, often the time of day 
when pressures on parents and carers are at 
their peak.

Farmer wins award for free range chicken 
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AN historic event was celebrated in style when 
the Jubilee Wood Trust in Hinton St George 
staged its second Oak Apple Day. 

The event was held on Bank Holiday Monday 
and started with a gathering at the village cross 
where Prince and Princess Alex and Eliza Guize 
took their places in a vintage car for a procession 
to Jubilee Wood, where there were stalls and other 
attractions. 

Those attending were treated to a history lesson 
explaining the background to Oak Apple Day, 
which was originally held to commemorate the 
restoration of Charles II as King in May 1660. Par¬ 
liament had ordered May 29th, the King’s birth¬ 
day, to be “forever kept as a day of thanksgiving 
for the redemption from tyranny and the King’s 
return to his government”. 

The future Charles II hid in an oak tree to escape 
the Roundhead army after the Battle of Worcester 
in 1651. Hence traditional celebra¬ 
tions often entailed wearing oak 
/ apples or sprigs of oak leaves, 
0 with anyone who failed to wear a 

/ sprig of oak risking being pelted 
with eggs or thrashed with nettles. 

The public holiday was abolished 
in 1859, but the date is still cele¬ 
brated in customs across England.

Councillors should re-think

■ THANK you Putman's View from 
Crewkerne for shining a light into the 
strange affair of the chief executive 
shared between East Devon and 
South Somerset district councils, 
which looks as if it could be ending 
shortly.

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SOUTH SOMERSET 
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Fly-tipper fined £1,200 for 
dumping work waste illegally 


A SOMERSET fly-tipper is paying the price of his 
crime with a fine and costs totalling almost £1,200 
despite a guilty plea and expressions of regret. 

Daniel Lee Rendall, 36, of Stoke-sub-Hamdon, 
dumped garden waste and demolition material 
from a property where he was working in Pen Hill, 
Yeovil. 

South Somerset District Council prosecuting so¬ 
licitor Paula Goddard told Yeovil magistrates that 
rather than taking the materials to a licensed dis¬ 
posal facility, Rendall dumped them. 

The lorry load of waste was found fly-tipped in 
a field gateway in Gooseacre Lane, West Coker, 
and took two men five hours to clear. 

Council enforcement officer Lyndsey Williams 
tracked down Rendall, who was fined £430 plus 
£724.14 costs and a £43 victim surcharge after ad¬ 
mitting illegal waste disposal. 

Rendall said he was ashamed and embarrassed; 
he had been working hard on a Sunday, had a dis¬ 
pute with his employer and wanted to get home to 
his new baby. 

The court was told Rendall earned £250 a week, 
and had three children, including the young baby. 

The Rendall conviction was the latest successful 
fly-tip prosecution by Somerset’s councils as they 
work together to deter, catch and convict fly-tip¬ 
pers. 

Their efforts include better co-operation with po¬ 
lice and Environment Agency, extra training, new 
equipment, warning signs and cross-border links 
with other councils. 

A South Somerset District Council spokesman 


said: “This is a hard crime to prevent or prove so 
it is excellent that the council and its hard working 
staff have been able to bring this fly-tipper to jus¬ 
tice. 

“Let the scale of fines and costs he faced remind 
anyone else tempted to break the law that the 
penalties can be heavy - up to £50,000 and 12 
months in jail in magistrate courts, far more at 
crown courts - to reflect the seriousness of the 
crime.” 

A Somerset Waste Partnership spokesman said: 
“Rendall could have paid honestly to get rid of his 
waste through a private firm or using the business 
waste services now available at Yeovil Recycling 
Centre and nine other sites. 

“Instead, he despoiled the countryside in the 
hope that his neighbours and every other Somerset 
council tax payer would pick up the clear-up bill 
for his selfish, profiteering crime. 

“Too many rogue traders take that criminal path. 
Councils do their best but residents can cut the 
supply of dumped waste and stand up to criminals 
so they get punished by the courts. 

“Residents should defend themselves by check¬ 
ing waste carrier licences, asking where the waste 
goes, never paying cash, keeping notes of vehicles 
and people removing waste and contacting their 
district council with any information that can help 
fight fly-tipping.”

ISA’s 

For 2015/16 the ISA limit increased to £15,240 
for shares and/or cash. The income and growth in 
all types of ISA is tax free. If you have savings 
such as a bank account where tax is being de¬ 
ducted from the interest, consider transferring this 
into an ISA. 

Letting property 

If you let out a furnished spare room in your own 
home to earn a bit of extra cash, don’t forget that 
the first £4250 of rent can be received tax-free. 

If you have a property that you bought to let out, 
don’t forget that you can get tax relief on the in¬ 
terest on a mortgage associated with the purchase. 

Inheritance Tax 

If your estate is worth less than £325,000 when 
you die, no inheritance tax (IHT) is payable. This 
can increase to £650,000 if you are married or in 
a civil partnership. If your estate is worth more 
than this, there is a 40% IHT bill on the extra. The 
simplest way of not leaving your executors with a 
tax headache is to give some of your assets away 
(having first made sure that you can afford this). 
The calculations can get complicated, so it is 
worth getting advice on this. 

Tax Credits 

If you are on the borderline of qualifying for 
Child Tax Credit or Working Tax Credit, remem¬ 
ber that your claim cannot be backdated more than 
three months. If you can’t work out your income 
straight away, it’s important to make a provisional 
claim, even if your assessment in Nil. When you 
know your actual income figures, your claim will 
be backdated to the time you made your provi¬ 
sional claim. 


Pension contributions 

If you pay into a pension scheme at work, a salary 
sacrifice option can increase the amount that is added 
to your pension plan without costing you anything. If 
your employer does not give you this option at the 
moment, ask about it.

Drama unfolds as the Rebels return 


DEVON’S ‘most rebellious town’ will host a Living History 
Day to commemorate those events some 330 years ago 
when more than 100 men from Colyton took part in the 
famous Monmouth Rebellion of 1685. 

The Taunton Garrison, as the King’s Militia, will be the 
highlight of the day and will appear in period costume. 
The exciting full day’s programme will begin with the 
Colyton Town Crier opening the craft and country market 
at 10.30am, followed by Rebel Rousing and proclama¬ 
tions by the King’s Militia. Colyton Market Place and the 
grounds of St Andrew 4 s Church will be the scene for pike 
& musket drill, flag flourishing, music, dancing and en¬ 
tertainment. 

As well as the fun and excitement of the Taunton Gar¬ 
rison occupying the town, there will also be a living his¬ 
tory camp which will provide an authentic experience of 
a soldier’s life in 1685. Groups of costumed rebels will 
act out street scenes, with the afternoon’s event’s culmi¬ 
nating in the capture and sentencing of those rebels. 
Stall holders and local traders will be in costume and 
there will be a Drum Head Service in St Andrew’s to 
commemorate the historical event. 

Mr Colin Haynes, an acknowledged expert on Coly¬ 
ton’s part in the Monmouth Rebellion has uncovered 
many of the individual stories of the men and families in¬ 
volved in the events of 1685. Mr Haynes has published 
a book: “The Most Rebellious Town in Devon”, copies 
are available from the Colyton Heritage Centre and The 
Little Shop. 

In Colin's words: “On May 24th, 1685, the Duke of 
Monmouth set off from Holland, where he had been ex¬ 
iled. His mission was to claim the throne from his 
Catholic uncle, James II, crowned just four months earlier 
against the wishes of many Englishmen. 

“At dusk on June 11th, the Duke and 83 of his closest 
supporters landed at Lyme Regis. Support for his cause 
was strong and his ranks swelled quickly. 

‘Without doubt, Colyton 



became one of the main 
areas of dissent in East 
Devon. Such was the 
deep-seated strength of 
feeling, 105 Colyton men 
chose to join the thousands 
who were to follow the 
Protestant Duke of Mon¬ 
mouth and risk everything. 

“Among those taking 
emotional farewells, were 
shoemaker Joseph Speed, 
carpenter James Pyes, tai¬ 
lor John Savage, tanner 
Nicholas Hoare and doctor 
Nicholas Thompson - all 
later to be hanged. 

“The youngest was John 
Abraham, aged just 14 and 
only just married! 

“The Colyton men were 
among the thousands to be 
routed at the infamous 
Battle of Sedgmoor in 
June of 1685. In the days 
and weeks after the rebel¬ 
lion was put down, 71 men 
from Colyton faced the 
notorious Judge Jeffreys, 
who tried more than 100 
rebels in a single day.”

AT 9AM ONE recent morning, Laurence Jones was in a hospital bed in 
Gloucester having his monthly, two-hour treatment for Crohn’s disease.

How to avoid a rage against the machine

The first point is that with any conflict between two par¬ 
ties, both are likely to have played a part. So try to take 
yourself away from the problem - let the other driver go 
on ahead. You might feel wronged, but letting the other 
party go will make no difference to the rest of your day. 

If someone is being confrontational or aggressive, don’t 
make eye contact and don’t react visibly. And in your own

mind, try to think about a different subject as quick as 
you can, so that the incident doesn’t affect you after¬ 
wards. 

If the conflict is more serious and other processes aren’t 
working; call the police, especially if you feel there is a 
threat or possibility of violence against you. 

As mentioned earlier, a sure way of remaining calm in 
this situation is to put this incident in the context of your 
day. How big a part is this compared to your other activ¬ 
ities? 

You might feel frustrated, but letting it go is the best 
course of action. 

If the other party approaches you in your car, can you 
drive away safely? If you can, consider doing so. But 
don’t rush off and drive like the getaway driver in a film, 
or drive off if you think the other driver is going to chase 
you. 

If you or better, your passengers, can film any behav¬ 
iour on your mobile phone it will help in terms of evi¬ 
dence, including the registration number of the other 
vehicle involved. Don’t open your door, don’t open your 
windows fully and don’t start or get provoked into an ar¬ 
gument. 

If you were at fault, admit it and apologise. It may be 
enough to diffuse the situation quickly. And do not do 
anything that can be interpreted as retaliation. Even if 
you weren’t at fault is the argument really worth it? 

Hopefully by now the matter is over and you are driving 
away. Do acknowledge that this incident will have af¬ 
fected your behaviour. If you feel upset or emotional pull 
over and get some fresh air or walk around if you need to 
before resuming your journey. 

Again find some distraction, like listening to the radio 
- move your mind deliberately onto something else - de¬ 
liberately driving well would be a good example - but 
don’t dwell on the incident.

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Gayle blasts 151 on Taunton debut 


Sunday 31st May 
NATWEST BLAST T20 

Somerset v Kent (at Taunton) 
WEST Indies' star Chris Gayle 
scored a new Somerset T20 
record breaking innings of 151 not 
out on Sunday - but even that 
wasn't enough to stop Kent win¬ 
ning a high scoring T20 game at 
the County Ground by three runs. 

The superstar’s score was the 
sixth highest of all time in the his¬ 
tory of T20 and contained 10 
fours and 15 massive sixes in an 
innings the like of which has 
never been witnessed before at 
Taunton. 

Gayle cleared the Colin Atkin¬ 
son Pavilion twice, one of which 
landed on the Priory Road Bridge 
and cleared the Ian Botham 
Stand, and more than one landed 
into the St James' churchyard in 
an innings that will be talked 
about for many years to come. 

This was the big man's 15th 
century in T20, a quite phenom¬ 
enal achievement. However it 
wasn't quite enough to see Som¬ 
erset home, but they were chas¬ 
ing a target of 228 that Kent had 
set earlier 

After choosing to bat first 
openers Daniel Bell-Drummond 
and Joe Denly took the score 
onto 11 when Denly was run out 
by Max Waller after a mix up. 

New batsman Sam Northeast 
and Bell-Drummond then added 
95 together before the latter was 
caught at deep mid on by Lewis 
Gregory for 51. 

Northeast was in fine form and 
went to his half century with a 
single off Waller in the 10th over. 

Northeast and Sam Billings saw 
the total onto 185 when Tanveer 
had the latter caught by Thomas 
for 24. 

Darren Stevens saw up the 


Kent 200 with a single into the off 
side in the 18th over and two balls 
later Northeast went to his cen¬ 
tury with a boundary to square 
cover off Thomas. The Kent skip¬ 
per's runs came off 51 balls and 
included 14 fours and two 6s. 

Kent lost four wickets in the last 
over, Thomas claiming three of 
them, in addition to which there 
was a run out as the visitors 
posted a massive 227 for seven. 

Thomas ended with three for 
46 from his four, while Jim Allenby 
was the most economic, his two 
overs going for only 15 runs. 

The Somerset response 
started slowly with only 22 com¬ 
ing off the first three overs, be¬ 
fore Marcus Trescothick was 
caught at point by Fabian Cow¬ 
drey at cover point for seven. 

Pete Trego went two balls later 
for no score which brought James 
Hildreth to the wicket to join 
Gayle. 

Next over Gayle got into the 
zone and hit the first of his sixes 
when he straight drove Calum 
Haggett back over his head just 
wide of Gimblett's Hill. 

Gayle hit two maximums off 
the next over, one over the 
Atkinson and the second be¬ 
tween the Trescothick and the 
Somerset Stand - the crowd was 
loving it and already they had 
taken the Jamaican to their 
hearts. 

Gayle helped to take 24 off the 
10th over at the end of which 
Somerset had moved onto 105. 

There was a still a long way to 
go, but Gayle was undaunted by 
the task ahead and in the 11th 
over smote two more sixes, this 
time off Matt Coles, one into the 
Somerset Stand and the other 
into the churchyard. 

The third wicket pair took the 


score onto 135 when Hildreth was 
caught by Denly off Stevens for 
29. The partnership added 113 
runs in nine overs. 

Gayle kept on with his big hit¬ 
ting antics and when he took a 
rare single into the off side off 
Adam Riley he went to his 100 off 
45 balls with six 4s and 10 sixes. 

Allenby saw up the 150 with a 
boundary to cover off Stevens 
and with 15 overs gone Somerset 
still needed 69 to win off 30 balls. 

First ball of the 16th Allenby hit 
six over mid wicket but next ball 
he was bowled by Riley. 

Tom Cooper straight drove 
Haggett for six but later in the 
over he tried to clear the bound¬ 
ary again and was caught just in¬ 
side the ropes. 

Gregory was bowled without 
scoring second ball of the 18th 
over in which Mitch Claydon con¬ 
ceded just two runs. 

Just when you thought the 
game was slipping away Gayle 
produced another big six to keep 
the Somerset dream alive as the 
score edged ever closer. 

Gayle hit a six into the netting of 
the second level of the new 
Somerset Pavilion to see up the 
200 in the 19th over and off the 
last delivery he smashed another 
flat batted maximum. 

Going into the last over 17 runs 
were still to win, which was still 
possible. However Somerset lost 
Tanveer caught in the deep off 
Claydon. Jamie Overton took a 
single off the second ball leaving 
16 needed off four balls. 

Claydon kept his cool and de¬ 
spite Gayle taking two off the 
third ball and four off the next his 
fifth delivery was a dot ball which 
meant that Kent had won. 

However Gayle produced one 
more maximum to send the full 


house crowd home happy that 
they had seen such a magnificent 
batting display- even though 
Somerset's 224 for seven was 
just short of a winning total. 

• SOMERSET beat Essex on Fri¬ 
day night by three wickets in 
their first T20 game of the sea¬ 
son.
